13. At Ana Sagar Cake Dargah Administration establish¬ 
ed a Scout Camp with loud-speaker facilities. The Scouts 
patrolled the area intensely and proved very helpful in 
eliminating the pick pockets and other undesirable elements. 

14. Medical cover inside Dargah Shrif was excellent, 
patients were treated during the Urs period by five dispen¬ 
saries which worked round the clock. 

15. The co-operation from District Authorities, Police, 
the Railways Health,' Nagar Prishad, PHED, RSEB etc. 
has been very satisfactory and praise worthy. 

Coverage by AIR <£ TV 

16. For the first time during the last five years the 
coverage by AIR and TV has been good and encouraging. 

The Rituals of Dargah 

17. The mahafll of the annual Urs Sharif of Gharib 

Nawaz and Khawaja Usman Harooni and other mahfll of 
Jumerat (Thursdays) and Chhati Sharif. (Sixth of every 
Islamic month) were performed properly. The “Airas” of 
Khulfea Rashdin, Muharram Sharif, Idd Miladun Nabi eto 
were observed with serenity. < 

Audit of Accounts 

18. Audit of the Dargah Accounts for the year 1984-85 
has been carried out by the A.G. Rajasthan. The accounts 
are maintained properly. There have not been any serious 
objection/ohservations. 

Annuity Jaglr 

■ 19. An amount of Rs. 2,44,607/- has been received from 
the Govt, of Ralasthan on account of Annuties but an 
amount of Rs. 47,897 /- is still outstanding. Efforts are in 
hand to retrieve the amount ibid. 

Financial Aid And Welfare Activities 

5 20. The following major expenses on welfare and social 

activities have been incurred during the year under 
report:— 

(a) Awarding Stipend to widows and needy Rs, 27,768/- 
169 widows are given stipend ranging from 
Rs. 15/- to Rs. 25 /- per month. These widows 
of Khadim Community and peerzadgan and other 
belonging to Ajmer and outside Ajmer. 

(b) Scholarships to Medical and Technical students — 
Rs. 5,574/- 

Merit-cum mean scholarships to poor students at 
these rate of Rs. 100/- per month have been given 
during the vear under review. It is proposed to 
increase this during the next financial year. 

(c) Tahlrez-o-Takfeen (Buriat of unclaimed bodies) — 

11,911/- 

A sum of Rs. 11,911/- have been spent on burial of 
unclaimed bodies or of those who could not afford 
the expenses. 

(d) Aid to Sader-o-Warid as needy victims of theftf< 
pick-pocketing and other needy — Rs. 6,180/- 

A sum of Rs. 6.180/- has been spent in connection 
with giving financial aid to poor students for books 
etc, for marriage of the daughter of poor people as 
hebv help to victims o pfick pocketing and for 
medical treatment to poors. 


(e) Aid to educational institutions —Rs. 4,200/- 

A sum of Rs. 4,200/- has been given to Mohd, Ali 
Memorial Higher Secondary School, Beawar as help. 

(f) Medical aid to staff and other —Rs. 2,842/- 

(g) Supply of free medicines and maintenance' of Dis¬ 
pensaries —Rs. 59,018/- 

The Dargah Committee is running two full fledged 
dispansaries Homeopathic and Unani. During the 
year under review 46,227 and 74,181 patients have 
been treated respectively by the two dispansaries. 
An amount of Rs. 31,158/- and Rs. 27,869/- has 
been spent respectively on the purchases of medicines 
etc. 

Langar In Ramzan 

21. Approximately 300 poor Rozdars these who absaint last 
during Ramzan have been given two sumptuous meals daily 
during Ramzan incurring a total expenditure of Rs. 17,157/-. 

Iftari to Prisoners of Central Jail 

22. Iftari including ice, sugar, etc for 27 Central Jail pri¬ 
soners who were observing fast was sent through the month 
of Ramzan. 

Langar Dally 

23. Langar (cooked food) has been distributed twice daily 
to all without any distinction. A sum of Rs. 82,200/- was 
provided in the budget but the expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 83,829/-. 

The following quantity of food grains was supplied during 
the year :— 

(a) Barley 157.02 Qtls 

(b) Wheat 115.28 Qtls 

Achievements 

24. Block ‘F the sixth guest house in the Gharib Nawaz 
(Guest House complex, whose foundation stone was laid by 
Shri Ismail M. Bawla, the president of the Dargah Committee, 
on 16th December, 1983 was completed during the first week 
of March 1986 and was inaugurated by Dr. (Mrs) Rajendra 
Kumari Bajpai, Union Minister of Welfare on 13th March 
1986. 

This building consisting of 33 guest rooms, Nazim’s resi¬ 
dence, office Block, Record Room and basement which houses 
dormitory, halls and stores has been completed within a 
record time of approximately 34 months against heavy odds. 
It has cost approximately Rs. 14,58,000/- of this amount a 
sum of Rs. 5 ‘ lakhs has been taken as loan from Central 
Wakf Council and the rest has been spent from our own 
resources. No donations for the rooms hav e been taken as 
decided by the Dargah Committee, The Haday a of the guest 
house rooms has also been kept very low i.e. ranging from 
Rs. 12/- to RS. 30/- per room per day. All rooms are with 
attached baths and toilets, In addition we have cabins and 
beds in the dormitory. Charges are Rs. 10/- and Rs. 6/- 
per day respectively. ■ 

25. In fact the guest house run by the Dargah Committee 
are more from welfare point of view than money making 
business. Hence the Hadia so low. With the construction 
of the new building the Gharib Nawaz Guest House Complex 
will be having 116 rooms with attached toilets and baths, 
18 cabins common bath rooms and latrines, a domitorv con¬ 
sisting of 15 “Palangs’ and 3 Halls. The striking feature 
ofthe next construction has been that bulk of the expenditure 
has been met from our own resources as compared to pre¬ 
visions building whose major expenditure was met either 
from donations or loan. 

Development Plans 

26. Two storied peridanted Accomodet 

(a) the proposed plan of 2 storied building on a vacant 
land has been approved and its construction will be 
taken up soon. 
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(b) Shopping-curn-residential complex in civil lines on a 
vacant land of Dargah Khawaja Saheb—Construction 
will be taken up after receiving loan from Central 
Wakf Council which has been applied for. 

Cleaning of Jhalra 

(c) Cleaning of Jhalra is proposed to be under taken 
which is the main source of supply of water for 
wazoo and washing within Dargah Sharif and for 
houses and mohallas around Dargah Sharif i.e. 
Inderkot and Khadim Mohalla etc. Cleaning of this 
stream has been a long standing requirement. 

Meeting of the Dargah Committee 

27. Of the four meetings scheduled for the year under 
review only three were held. One meeting could not be 
held due to want of quorum. 

Sajfadanashin Dargah Khawaja Saheb 

28. Janab Syed Zinul Abedin Ali Khan continued as 
interim sajjada Nashin Dargah Khawaja Saheb Ajmer as an 
interim arrangement. 

Litigation 

29. 102 Court cases as given below are pending in various 
courts of law :— 

(a) Supreme Court of India : One D.C, V/S Syed Zainul 
Abedin Ali Khan Interim Sajjadanashin Dargah 
Khawaja Saheb Ajmer. 


(b) High Court of Rajasthan : Two cases—Darjjuh 
Committee V/S Hamida Bano and Asufnal Tule 
Ram V/S Bargah Committee 

(c) Civil Criminal Cases—Ninty Nine in different Courts. 

Most 6f these cases pertain to the Dargah properties. 
Some of these date back to the year 1971, 

Increase in Rental Income 

30. There has been steady increase in the rental income 
of the Dargah properties. During the year under review the 
rental income of the Dargah Sharif increased by Rs. 13,610/- 
per annum. 

Increase in, Pay of Staff 

31. During the under review two instalment of DA/relief- 
Were granted to the staff. 

Conclusion 

32. The year under review has been a year of development 
progress and prosperity. The total income reached to a 
sum of Rs. 19,64,476/-. It is hertening to note that it is 
almost double the income of the year 1981-82. More stores 
was laid on welfare activities and extending help to poor 
and needy people. A beautiful new guest house for Zaireen 
(Pilgrims) was completed. Extensive repairs of Dargah 
property has been carried out. Substantial increase in the 
pay of the Dargah staff was gi ven. Greater stores on cleanli¬ 
ness and providing better facilities to Zaireen was laid. 
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
